2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: with respect to claim 
13, the prior art (ASPA in view of Jonsson) discloses an extraction surface with an elongated 
agitation brush mounted to the housing through a pair of arms that are pivotally attached at a 1st 
end to the housing and rotatably support the brush at a 2 nd end and one end of a spring attached 
to the 2nd end and another end attached to the housing HOWEVER fails to disclose or fairly 
suggest the spring connected at one end to the 1 st end and at another end connected to the
